Tr seems to us 9 rather singular oiroum- 
stance that foreign feeling in this Colony, 
at least among Europeans and Ameri- 
cans, should in the main appear antago- 
nistic to thé part played by England in 
the present’ Rastern crisia, It is true 
that perbaps in the majority of instances 
this feeling is not confined to England's 
action'in regard to Russo-Turkish mat- 
tera, but rather seems to bea develop-- 
ment of an inherent, if mild, antagonism 
to: tho British nation and its foreign 
policy.. At the present: moment it is 
important aa well as interesting to note 
how far this feeling is representative of 
that of the masses of their countrymen 
at home, and we have taken some trou- 
ble to collect the opinions of various 
continental journals upon the ovents 
that ave now disturbing Europe from 
end to end, As to the opinions of the 
Russian and Austrian papers there can- 
not be much doubt ; the majority of the 
American papers appear to be as usual 
against England, while wo havo been 
unable to obtain any extracts from Ita: 
lian papers expressing any. definite opi- 
nions upon the crisis, 

None of tho French papers that we 
have fallen, across can be regarded as 
hostile in tone to Austria and England, 
while many of them are strongly anti. 
Russian, Take for instance the following 
extract from the Journal des Débate of 
Paris —

sight, and it was only after much careful 
selection that a clear idea as to the most 
‘important covers could bo arrived at, Pile 
vatter pila of newspapers, -heap upon hea; 
of letters, not to mention circulara an 
trade reports, really formed a whole with 
which if was difficult to copa; and yet we 
managed it, and: now look greedily for 
more, 

Business naturally is at a standstill during 
the most of the winter, but a good time is 
expected this spring. Fortunately there is 
no Famine in this Province this year, and 
even on its borders the distress is reduced 
to a minimum. The reporta from tho 
North, on the other hand, continue to 
incroage in the agony of détail, and we fear 
a terrible summer awaits some of the im- 
poverished districts, Being so near the 
seat of Government, it is to be hoped that 
active steps will be taken by the country to 
alleviate the sufferings of the starving 
millions. :

I intended writing you beforo leaving 
home to engages in Relief work, but my last 
days were 60 iull that not a few things.I 
wanted to do had to be. put off.

Aotion hae 
already been taken’ on Ia Hung-chang’s 
memorial regarding the stoppage of the dis- 
tillation of spirits from millet, on account 
of the scarcity of grain, Now the poppy is 
belng attacked, called forth by the dreadful 
famine that is raging, chiefly in Shanal. 
In regard to this famine wo hear of the 
most harrowing details, It is caloulated 
that already five millions must have suffered 
in the South of Shansi alone. It is worthy 
of note that the largest number of viotima 
end the earliest victims to the famine have 
been the opium-smokera, This is what 
might have been expected, not from Jack of 
funds but from their debilitated conatitn- 
tions and consequent inability to resist the 
eriorvating effects of long-continued depriv- 
ation of food as weil as the drug, a 

The ediot just now issued spenka of the 
people as foolish, coveting wealth and 
forgetful of the injury that is being done, 
It is said that Shanei belng mountainous, 
there is barely sufficient arable land on 
which to cultivate the corealy for its own 
wante.~ There can therefore be, no super- 
fluous grain which could_be stored up 
against years of drought, How much groa- 
tor must the deficioncy be if the poppy be 
cultivated ? Therefore it is hereby enacted 
that for the future, the cultivation of the 
noxiona drog must cease, Tho Government 
calls upon the heada of clans and of villages 
to exert themselves in putting down -the 
growth. The responsibility is to be thrown 
on their shoulders, and if the people refuse 
to listen to them, the officials are to he 
informed and punishment meted out to the 
offondera, If the heads of familiea and 
headmen of villages wink at its cultivation, 
and fail to give information or take action, 
they likewise are to be severely punished, 
{f the local officers show any dereliction of 
duty, they. are to lose their posts, This 
edict is issued not only for Shansi but the 
whole of Ohina.—N, 0, D, News. 


THE STEAMER RACE-TO TAKU. 


Tho excitement manifested for some 
hours before the start of the squadron from 
Shanghai for: Tientsin, on the morning of 
the 9th instant, appears to have been main. 
tained thrdughout the voyage to Taku, 
where the race may be said to terminate, 
though of course honours are counted by 
the steamer which firat threads the mazes 
of the Peiho and moors first alongside the 
bund of the dusty Settlement of Tientsin, 
The start from Shanghai was made at 
about 6.80 on the morning named, and 
although eight steamers were anchored, five 
only appear to have taken part in the race, 
viz., the ©, 0, 8, N.Co.’s Appin, Haining 
and Taku and the OC. M.8.N, Co.'s Fung- 
thunand Pautah, The order in which they

shin arriving about three quarters of an 
hour later. Tho Pautah and Haining were 
algo to have left Tiontsin on the 13th; but 
they had to cali at Chefoo. . The Appin did 
not leave Tientsin till 11am. on the Mth, 
and arrived at Shanghai yesterday morning, 
having made the run in 60 hours, 

But by a strange reversal of the usual 
course of events on the reopening of the 
Tientsin trade, the passage up the Peiho 
was on this occasion first made by the sail- 
ing vessel Hedvig, Captain Johu Davey, 
belonging to Mr Nils Méller—the Hedvig 
being snugly moored at Tientsin three 
days before the steamers started from 
Shanghsi. The Acdvig was followed by 
others of Mr Méller’s ships, the last of 
which arrived on the 9th inst—the day 
the steamers commenced their voyage. 
But Captain Davey shall tell his story in 
his owa words :— 

» “I never saw the least sign ‘of any ice 
during the passage. When we arrived at 
the Bar, the ice was two feat thick in the 
river, but the weather was very warm 
during the day, ond onthe 4th instant the 
ice commenced to break up at Tientsin, 
On the 5th, the weather being very fino, 
of course I was anxious to ba at Tientain 
first ; and thinking it too much risk to send 
tho Hilda into the river, made up my mind 
to chance it with the Hedvig, I lined the 
bows with poles, and having the towboat 
ead we- started: —To—our—surpriso—there- 
was Vory little ice in tho river, and what 
there was hod all drifted on te the banks, 
and we arrived safely in Tientsin on tho 
6th instant, with not ever a soratoh on the 
copper. The Lulu oame in on the 8th, and 
the Hilda the. same day; the Charley 
arrived on the Sth; oll well, except the

academies and supertor schools in Poland 
and “Lithuavia, In the middle ages there 
wore seven universities in Poland; now 
there are but two, and these are not in 
Russian, but .in Austrian Poland. The 
Turks do not forca the Servians aid Bul- 
garians to speak Turkish ; but the Russians 
prohibit the Poles from apeaking Polish. 
The latier are heavily fined when found 
speaking their own language, They are 
mulcted os long as they have any property 
loft, and when they have been. deprived of 
all their possessions, they are thrown into 
prison and sent to Siberia, from which no 
one returns; and so men are persecuted 
for speaking, their native language, and 
knowing no other. As regards individual 
liberty, the liberty of the press, and the 
right of speech, such things do not extst 
under the most despotic tyranny of the 
government of Ozarland ; any man, under 
any other rule, even in prison, is really 
freer than the Pole in his own home, The 
Turkish Bashi-Bazouks within.the present 
century have killed some thousands of 
Bulgarians. But the Russian Bashi-Ba- 
zouks have murdered at Jeast a million of 
Poles within the present century, and only 
since the massacre at Praga. Lhe Tarkish 
Bashi-Bazouk commits masgacres, while the 
| Russian Bashi-Bazouke massacre and. tor- 
ture, While the Turkish Bashi-Bazouks 
‘aré'counted by thousands, the Ruasian are 
reckoned by millions,” The Turkish Bashi. 
Batouks oro a handful of irregulars ; the 
Russians are regular soldiers-‘and ‘ofvil 
officinis,. ‘Ihe real atrocities in Bulgaria 
were committed under excitement and fear
